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STUDY CIRCLE. 


A sentence in the report on the October papers needs correction. In 
calling attention to the frequent mis-spellings of the titles of well-known 
books, we wrote ‘* Whittaker’s Almanac is a favourite version.’? But it 
seems difficult to smuggle an error past the Editor’s eagle eye, even in 
quotation, and, owing perhaps to the want of a danger signal in the 
significant little word sic, the corrector found himself corrected incorrectly. 

We are pleased to record an increase in the number of students, 15 
answers to the November papers having been received, as against 11 in 
October. The average number of marks obtained per question is a fraction 
under 12,a shade lower than last month. The remarks we then made as 
to lack of originality again apply to a large extent. We hope that we shall 
have less cause for criticism on this ground in future papers. 

The principal point that calls for notice in the answers to question (3) 
is the scale of fines. Most students gave the ‘‘ one penny per week or part 
of a week’? scale as the fairest in their opinion, following, presumably, the 
practice in their own libraries. This is, we believe, the most common 
scale in use, but it is obviously most unfair, and, we think, most unwise to 
inflict the same fine for a day’s over-detention as for a week's. 

Some students base arguments against fines on the assumption that 
Municipal Libraries are ** Free Libraries...) We have always considered 
this term a misnomer, and it is now archaic —an obsolete survival of the 
early days of the movement. Public libraries are no more * free’ than 
are Board Schools; the payment is indirect, but none the less real. 

Question (4) was generally answered in a somewhat amateurish 
fashion. Although it was evident that, in many cases, much thought had 
been given to the answer, the results were very unpractical. There were 
more mistakes of omission than commission.

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member of the household” reads too much fiction “ the tickets 
of the borrower should be suspended, or even cancelled.” The 
italics are ours. We are afraid Mr. Greenwood is allowing the 
Fiction bogey to unduly frighten him. For our part we read 
the Press discussions on this matter much in the same spirit as 
we read of the sea-serpent or the big gooseberry. They are all 
hardy annuals. Mr. Greenwood admits that “little trashy or 
questionable fiction is bought.” If this is so, and we feel quite 
confident it is, why trouble about the reading of standard works 
of British and foreign novelists? The percentage of Fiction 
issued in no way corresponds with the percentage of borrowers 
who read fiction. In fact the statistics available are perhaps the 
greatest bugbear libraries have to contend with. The system of 
issue in the different institutions varies so considerably that it 
would be a good thing if the issue of these figures was abolished. 
For instance, one library only loans volumes for seven days, 
another allows fourteen, whilst some of the older libraries still 
have a number of “three deckers” on their shelves, with the 
result that the issue of one of these works counts as three 
volumes issued, whereas in libraries that possess the modern 
edition it only counts as one. 


We are glad to see that Mr. Greenwood protests against 
the modern system of log-rolling novels—good, bad or indifferent, 
and wish that more attention was given by the Press to the 
praise of standard works of literature. But, at the same time, 
is it not too much to expect the wives and daughters of the 
British ratepayers to take out volumes of Herbert Spencer or 
Gibbon to while away the leisure hours, or to relieve them from 
the monotony of domestic drudgery ? 

Referring to the proposed increase of the rate, Mr. Green- 
wood thinks ‘ with the increase there ought to be established a 
system of Government inspection, and the increased grant 
should only be permitted where the usefulness of the Library 
wholly satisfied the inspector.” This would, no doubt, have a 
very beneficial effect in some cases, but we think the advent of 
fully trained librarians, who are now growing ripe with experi- 
ence in the larger libraries, would soon make the work of such 
an officer unnecessary. It must not be forgotten that, owing to 
the youth of the Public Library movement, quite a number of 
libraries are still administered by untrained officers, but there is 
no reason why any future post should be given to any but a fully 
qualified man, and if this is done, and a little more money 
allowed library authorities, the sphere of influence of these 
institutions will be very considerably widened. 
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“1 claim for the majority of Municipal Librarians,” says 
Mr. Greenwood, “that they are in full sympathy with their 
duties, and are alive to its increased possibilities. They are 
shockingly underpaid as a body, and in no department of our 
local life are the public better served.” 

Instead of cavilling over the issue of Fiction from Public 
Libraries, would it not be better to look at the other side of the 
picture, to consider the work done in the reference department, 
where all sorts and conditions of students congregate for self- 
improvement, or to those borrowers in the lending department, 
probably not less than fifty per cent of the whole, who, year in 
and year out, read not fiction, but History, Science, and other 
branches of literature which have an elevating and educating 
effect on the mind ?
